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The Coast at Saltburn. Although Saltburn is a very 
modern resort, the sea-front retains much of its primitive 
and pleasant character. The pier is more to the right. 
The alluvial cliffs get gradually lower as one goes north to 
the mouth of the Tees; so that behind Redcar, which 
appears on the horizon, the eye can travel inland for many 
miles across the low-lying country. 
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
